Careful Selection from World-Wide Markets 


UNuKe many industries, brush making is largely dependent on raw materials which originate in far 
off sections of the globe. The use of hog bristle, the best varieties of which are imported from China, 
was restricted by the federal government at the time of the Korean conflict. In some instances this catalog 
describes very satisfactory substitute material mixtures. 


Horsehair, the second most important raw material for the brushmaker, originates in South America, 
Canada, Australia and many parts of Asia. Until World War Il, when Argentina went into this busi- 
ness on a large scale, all horsehair was dressed for market in China, including sorting for color, 
straightening and cleaning. 


The vegetable fibers used in Fuller brooms, in Fullergript brushes, in many bench brushes, scrub 
brushes and other products, originate in India, Africa, South America and Mexico. In fact, the only 
fiber originating in the United States is palmetto, obtained from the cabbage palm, found in South- 
ern Georgia and Florida. 


Tampico fiber, which is very widely used and generally sold in its natural creamy-white color, is a 
product of Northern Mexico, and this fiber, comparatively low-priced only a few years ago, has 
now been nationalized by the Mexican government, which no longer permits its export unless it 
has been fully prepared by Mexican labor. On May 1, 1952, a further advance of 30% was decreed 
by the Mexican government, which apparently recognizes the value of this fiber to American in- 
dustry. 


American chemists have been very much on the job in the development of new synthetic fibers. The 
outstanding example is Nylon. Bristrand, Monorene and Saran are all comparatively new laboratory 
products which are becoming increasingly valuable to the brush industry, and in many instances will 
replace natural materials which may be more difficult to procure in the future. 


The Fuller Brush Company uses large quantities of cotton yarn, and while we do not spin this yarn 
in our own plant, all of it is carefully inspected by our research laboratory and must measure up to 
rigid specifications. 


Only high-grade hardwood can be used in floor brush and scrub brush blocks and in handles, and 
here again the enormous buying power of the largest brush factory in the world assures the user 
of first quality at all times. 


In Fullergript brushes, in twisted-in-wire items, in steel floor brush handles and other products, The 
Fuller Brush Company uses a large tonnage of special steel each year, and all of it is manufactured 
according to our own specifications and is subject to our inspection upon ifs receipt. 


We maintain completely equipped Engineering and Research Departments, and their services are

TOTAL SOLIDS — This is the amount of wax, resin, a 
ingredients deposited on the floor as a protectiv 
vent has evaporated.

WEAR — Durability is judged by comparing degree ¢ 
black marking — as well as loss of gloss. Resistance to wear is achieved 
by proper selection of waxes, resins, and other solids that form the 
protective film. This must be balanced against other desired properties 
such as slip resistance and buffability. The relative wear resistance of 
a wax is best determined by comparison on a test floor of the wax 
presently in use. 


LEVELING AND SPREADING —A good wax will spread easily and 
level when drying with no evidence of “puddling”, ‘pulling up” or 
“crawling.” Leveling and spreading qualities may vary depending on 
the type of floor surface. 

GLOSS — This is the deqree of lustre of dried wax, which may vary 
according to the type of flooring material and the wax used.

When you buy a paint brush, you get exactly the amount 
and quality of bristles for which you are willing to pay. If 
you spend 25¢ or $2.50 more for a paint brush, that addi- 
tional expenditure is for bristles, not for the handle, ferrule 


or fastening. 


These latter factors remain practically the same. 

It is unwise to save on the initial cost by buying a cheaper 
brush. In the long run, an investment in a good paint brush 
that costs a little more pays dividends in coverage and fine 


working qualities, which, after all, are the real tests of value. 


Certain characteristics of bristle make this the ideal material 
for paint brushes. Most important are the tips or “flag ends” 
(distinguished from the thicker butt ends, similar to a hair 
root) and the natural wave in the individual bristles which 
forms “pockets” by each bristle overlapping one or more 
others. These “pockets” and the “flag ends” which have tiny 
branches permit paint to be applied evenly with a minimum 
of lines or brush marks. The flexing of an all bristle brush 
constricts the “pockets,” squeezing the paint out of the brush 


smoothly, 


Bristle also has a natural glaze, which holds the paint. Bristle 


is resilient and springs back with each brush stroke to help 


the painter do a better job. Other materials have less resil- 


iency. The major sources of supply for bristle are China and 


India.

REDUCE COSTS—TAKE CARE OF YOUR BRUSHES! 


It pays to buy good brushes—and keep them that way. 
Proper brush care will reduce brush costs. 


Clean all new brushes before using. New brushes that 
“shed bristles” can be cleaned by using one of several 
methods. 


1. Tap brush gently against the palm of the hand; do 
not tap against a hard surface as this might dent the 
ferrule and injure the setting. 


2. Twirl brush rapidly with the handle between the 
palms. 


3. Run your hand vigorously through the bristles sev- 
eral times and then comb the bristles straight. 


It is not carelessness nor neglect on the part of the 
manufacturer that new paint brushes contain a few 
loose bristles which might escape the specially de- 
signed high-speed machines used to clean the brushes 
at the factory. 


A new paint brush should be broken in with linseed 
. NEVER WITH WATER. 
New varnish brushes should be thoroughly cleaned in 


oil or an oil base paint . . 


a solution of turpentine and varnish before using. 


Do not dip the brush too deeply and never draw the 
brush edgewise across the paint pot to remove excess 
paint. This is a common cause of “fingering” (gather- 
ing of bristles into small bunches, like fingers). Flat 
paint brushes are designed to be used on their flat 
sides. “Fishtailing’” (wearing out of center bristles) is 
due to using a wide brush to paint round pipes, poles 
and other surfaces that are narrower than the width 
of the brush. Make all bristles work. 


One of the worst abuses one can give a paint brush 
is to leave it in the paint standing on its bristle ends. 


Standing .it in water is even worse. Only a thorough 


cleaning will restore bristles mistreated in this.manner. 
There are six causes for bristle wear: 


1. New Buildings—first outside coats are always abra-

sive on bristles. New lumber may seem smooth, yet it 
is harder on a brush than finishing work. 


2. Old Buildings—buildings in “rough” condition for 
lack of frequent painting cuts bristles, causing them to 
wear down quicker than normally. 


3. Brick and Stucco—these rough surfaces are like 
working bristles against sandpaper and are bound 
to wear the bristles down quickly. 


4. Artificial Shingles and Sidings—these are the mate- 
rials which their manufacturers often claim never need 
painting. However, when they are painted, the brush 
is subjected to excessive wear. 


5. Steel and lron—painting steel and iron is harder on 
a brush than ordinary surfaces. This is especially true 
if rust or corrosion is present. 


6. The user—applying undue pressure to a brush will 
wear the bristles down quickly. It is similar to a heavy 
hand on a lead pencil, the lead naturally wears down 
quicker than when ordinary pressure is applied. To 
properly clean out and reclaim paint and varnish 
brushes (1) soak brush overnight in thinner and re- 
move all softened paint pigment, (2) wash brush i 
solution of hot water and neutral soap, scrubbin 
bristles thoroughly to remove all traces of paint, (3) 
comb bristles straight, allow to dry thoroughly before 
using again. If the brush is used before the bristles are 
absolutely dry, the paint will seal the moisture inside 
of the bristles, causing them to lose their resiliency and 
become floppy. 


If brush is not to be used again for some time, clean 
it thoroughly and store it away in a heavy paper cover 
to preserve the shape of the bristles and prevent 
“puffing-up.” Brushes may be left in oil or turpentine 
for short periods of time, provided the bristles do not 
rest on the bottom of the pot. This can be done in a 
number of ways, such as drilling a hole through the 
handle for a rod across the top of the container, or by 
means of a suspension wire.
